Bevond the deficit the new administration 
will have to propose a solution for the na- 
tion's deteriorating savings and loon indus- 
try, which could cost more than $50 billion, 
according to some economists. Congress may 
al so be called upon to spend som e $20 billion 
as an initial payment toward correcting 
health and sofety flaws in the nuclear 


weapons industry. 

Johnston and Robb warned that, without a 
plan to attack such problems, Bush and 
Congress will bo on a collision course in May, 
when the deadline for extending tho debt lim- 
it expires. They said that tho nation cotdd 
lose the power to borrow money to financo in- 
terest on the national debt if the two sides 
fail to extend the deadline because they dis- 
agree on strategy. 

'For my part, I'm saying to the president: 
‘You ought to convene a summit and put ev- 
erything on the table,' " said Johnston. If 
there is no consensus, he predicted, "it's go- 
ing to be a train wreck." 

Republican leaders, however, said that

Meanwhile, Democratic leaders agreed 
Sundoy that tho party should make changes 
in the timing of its nominating primaries, so 
future campaigns would pay more attention 
to the South, where Michael S, DulCfiki8~ 
failed to carry a single state.

buried in the yard of a trc&Ahad- 
cd \fictorian boardinghouse and 
searched for tiic landlady suspect- 
ed of killing the elderly victims 
and cashing their Social Security 
jciwjcks. , ' \ 

- Investigators said they believe 
seven or bodies may have been 
buried in the yard, based on the 
number of residents who arc miss- 
ing, Homicide LcJorEnlocsaid; “ 
Authorities were seeking board- 
inghouse manager Dorothea Mon- 
talvo Piiicntc. 59, for questioning, 
poIicc.Sgt Bob Bums said. 

A resident of the rooming 
house, John McCauley, 59, was 
arrested Sunday for investigation 
of being on acressot7 to homicide, 
Enloc said. Authorities said they 
believe he helped Puente dig the 
graves of the victims. 

'We do not believe that this could 
have been done solely by herself," 
Enloc said. 'We know she's hod peo- 
ple help her dig the holes." 

Puente, who is on parole for her 
-1982 conviction for drugging and , 
robbing three people, was inter- 
viewed by police after the first 
-body-was- discovered. Friday but 
released for lack of evidence. 

The woman apparently had 
been cashing some of the victims’ 
Social Security checks for several 
months, Enloc said. -lie. said-the . 
motive in the slayings was be- 
lieved to bo robbery. 

Authorities cojdoned oil the 
two-story home and yard while of- 
ficers with picks, shovels and an 
CBMlPWroVPr vxcuvuled Die 
grounds, hunting for more 
corpses. The fifth body was found 
about noon Sundoy. 

The victims, all found in the fe- 
tal position, showed no signs of 
trauma, police said.

PLO leaders agree 
to U.N. resolution 
recognizing Israel

ALGIERS, Algeria — The leader- 
ship of the Palestine Liberation 0^ 
ganixation, meeting to declare on in- 
dependent Palestinian state, has de- 
cided to endorse conditionally a key 
U.N. resolution recognizing Israel's 
right to exislf a senior PLO official 
said Sunday. 

After two days of intensive closed- 
door debate, the leaders of all but 
one of the PLO's principal factions 
approved a formula under which the 
Palestine National Council, the 
PLO's highest decision-making body, 

. _will_acccpt-U.N. . Sccurity-Coundl 
Rcsolution 242, which recognizes tho 
existence and the security of the 
Slate of Israel. 

The incorporation of Resolution 
242 by name in a political statement 
to be adopted by the Palestine Na- 
tional Council thi.s week will mark 
the first time that the PLO as a 
whole has officially endorsed this key 
U.N. resolution, which has served as 


tho basis.for all U.S. peacemaking ef- 
forts in the region since its passage 
by the Security Council in the wake 
of the 1967 Middle East War. There 
was no immediate official State De- 
partment comment on Sunday's de- 
velopments here. 

For PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat, 
who is cogcr to open a dialogue with 
the newly elected Bush administra- 
tion, agreement reached Sunday 
represents a victory over hard-liners 
who had objected to any mention of 
242 in the political platform thsl the 
Palestine National Council will adopt 
Tuesday, the day on which it will also

FBI finds stolen file on Klaus Barbie

BERLIN — FBI agents in the United States have recovered a file on 
former Gestapo leader Klaus Barbie that was stolen along with more than 
10,000 other documents from the U.S.-riin Berlin Document Center, West 
German Justice Ministry spokesman Cornel Christaffcl said here Sundoy. 

Barbie, known as the “Butcher of Lyons," the French city where he was 
Gestapo leader in World War n, is serving a life prison term in Franco for 
deporting Jews to Nazi death camps during World War II. 

One of four people accused of removing the documents between 1983 
and 1987 has b^n placed in custody after allegedly threatening o witness 
not to testify against him. 

ChristolTcl said the Barbie flic included figures on marriage permits is- 
sued by the Nazi Race and Settlement Ofllcc and had probably been 
stolen by the former head of the Berlin Document Center's photo section.

'The parly — which campaigned on a promise to 
return the “whites only* rule to public spaces — 
won control of a^ut 100 tovfns, mostly in

The municipal councils have no authority to or- 
der owners of faciliilcs to resegregate private 
premises.

Conservative spokesmen say thoy will ask the 
national government to reverse previous declara- 
tions opening downtown business districts to all 
races and flght attempts to override the local deci- 
sion.

FLAGSTAFF, Ariz, - A Twin Falls 
couple survived a forced landing of their light 
plane north of the Grand Canyon, a Civil Air 
Patrol spokeswoman said Sunday. 

Jim Wlson Sharkey, 43, and his 37-year-old 
wife, Connie Jo Sharkey, were spotted at 6:10 
a.m, Sunday by a searcher and were 
evacuated about an hour later by a state De- 
partment of Public Safety helicopter, said 
CAP spokeswoman Joyce Kicnitz. 

Sharkey reportedly suffered a broken nose 
and an ankle injury, but the extent of his 
wife's injuries was not know, Ms. Kicnitz said. 
She said both were being evaluated Sunday 


afternoon at Flagstaff Regional Medical Cen- 
ter. 

Sharkey told Coconino County sheriffs in- 
vestigators that be waa flying at about 12,000 
feet when tho engine on uic single-engine 
Cessna 162 .stopp^ and ho made a forced 
landing on tho Kaibab Plateau, about seven 
miles southwest of Jacob Lake.

Flu season leads to various methods of escaping being smooched

As the flu season gets underway in 
earnest, it's time to take up a serious 
issue of the late '80s: Turning the 
Other Check. 

This is most common ecstura at 


close encounters of the party kind: 
The check, quickly offcrcid up in all 
its plump pleasure, is on effort to re- 
serve the lips for better things. 

You sec mutually consenting 
adults kissing and being kissed on 
thc"lip8rchceksrcar,“hnirrnir.“You- 
also sec people hurriedly putting out 
a hand to avoid kisses, putting their 
hand on another's shoulder in a 
Rtrong-orm cfTort to keep kisses at 
bay, knocking hoods together in vari- 
ous degrees of ovoidonce or passion 
and even occasionally trying the Vul- 
can Death Grip. 

And then there arc those who sim- 
ply turn and run, saving thomsclvcs 
(as their mothers taught them) for 
better things, especially when threat- 
ened with a kiss from someone obvi- 
ously suffering from hay fever, cold, 
Hu (no matter if Hong Kong, Asian or 
home-grown) or some other ploguc of 
our time. 

The practice of turning the other 
check, once limited to Southern 
politicians and snake-oil salesmen, 
has, over the years, come to threaten 
tho more formal handshake.' * 

Whether politicians extended the 
practice from kissing babies or sub- 
stituted it for handshakes after loo 
much pressing of the flesh at rallies 
ishnrdtosny. 

Casual kissing in the old days (i.c., 
before vou were bom) was a matter 
of simple logic and immutable rules. 

Social kissing (os opposed to the 
serious kind expected to lead Jitt- 
er Things) was prncticcd'accoming to 
a list. 

Consanguinity Kissers (CKs), oth- 
erwise known ns kissing cou.sins, 


were decreed by one's grandmother 
assisted by maiden aunta and taught 
members of the fomily upon birth. 
Kisses were expected from grandpar- 
ents, parents, brothers, sisters, 
aunts, uncles — greqt or otherwise — 
first cousins, second cousins and 


cousins once removed, in-laws nndliir 
wealthy cousins no matter how far 
out the branch on the family tree. 

You kissed a CK upon greeting on 
roofed occasions, or in the front yard 
if they were from out of town, and nil 
comcrs-at-foTnily-reumon8,-funera!a,- 
christenings and graveyard cleaning- 
ups. This was expected even if, in the 
obsence of the arbiter, you couldn't 
quite remember who wos who or why 
you should be rubbing up against 
them. 

Such kisses were full-ncdgcd. lips- 
on kisses — and you couldn't even nit 
anybody for kissing lips instead of 
cheeks. Such tribal customs were 
practiced, of course, with a great de- 
gree of difi'crcnco in enthusiasm. 
Children of all ages up to threaten- 
able practiced kicking, squirming es- 
cape maneuvers of nil varieties. 

Kisses were only the half of it. 
Hugging was often two-thirds to 
three-fourths, The degree went from 
onc-nrm distant to two-nrm close en- 
counter, including touching ns far ns 
was mutually agreeable or singularly 
inescapable. 

The question that now arises is: 
How far is it going to go? In Washing- 
ton, social kissing is now practiced by 
those people who call you by your 
■firsfnamo'without asking pcrmis.sion 
or waiting for tho introduction to be 
compIctciJ, which include all who 
wish to give the impression that 
they're closer friends than they really 
arc. agents of the worse kind, those 
who need your vole and nil people to 
whom you've taken an instant dis- 
like. 

Any day now, beauticians, fashion 


Balcsladica, lawyers, accountants and 
perhaps panhandlers, plumbers and 
the man who comes to fix the roof 
will demand to press the flesh at 
your first appointment 
Is there no end to this? No de- 
fense? No measure, to be taken? No 


laws to be passed? 

Indeed, there is on onswer. We of- 
fer nn ancient and antique imported 
maneuver, hand-kissing, known in 
Vienna. Austria, by the euphonious 
phrase "Kuss die Hand." In fact, in 
Vienna.- a-lond-of-fine- phrnses-aa-a- 
substitulc for questionable actions, 
saying “Kuss die Hand" often is a 
merciful substitute for the actual ges- 
ture. 

Hond-kissing in Washington has 
long been an underground gesture 
practiced by Austrions, Gormans ond 
mcmlwrs of the former Austro-Hun- 
garion Empire. 

And kissing the hand — at least 
among membra of nobility, pre- 
tenders to various thrones and those 
who wish to be thought one or the 
other — afl'ords permutations nt 
least as extensive as kissing farther 
up. 

Properly practiced in the Leslie 
Hownrd-Anthohy Andrews mode, the 
gentleman (or slave or supplicant) 
Imws over the hand of the lady (mis- 
tress, priest, personage) and makes a 
kiss about an inch away from the 
hand, not actually touching lip to 
hand at all. :

causes of cancer. "It's like inhaling a 
flame down your throat — plus all of 
jhe.poison gasses — the filters don't 
take those out, but they do take a lot 
of the tar out." 

In laboratory experiments, he 
.says, nicotine can be used to inhibit 
many lifc-giWng functions. Nicotine 
has been found to impair the normal 
chemistry and circulation of the 
body. That in turn causes the cells to 
age quickly. "If you smoke, you're go- 
ing to age. " he says. 

Smoking also affects 
a woman's looks 
Second to her health, appearance 
is no small matter for a woman. 

Dr. Alan Olm.stcnd, a INvin Foils 
dermatologist, say.s he doesn't think 
anybody really has a clear idea ex- 
actly what smoking docs to the skin. 

This is still somewhat controversial, 
he says, unlike the hard findings of 
the relationship of smoking to lung 
cancer and emphysema. 

"What we feel it does, would bo 
prolmbly nn increase in wrinkling of 
the skin — almost undoubtedly a 
marked increased tendency to have 
-dilated blood vessels (causing a nuir 
dy complexion) and some thought 
that perhaps smoking can cause an 
increa.se in pre-malignant kcralosus. 
as well as speculation that it might 
predispose to skin cancer," he says. 

The muscles in the face insert di- 
rectly onto the skin, so the marc they 
are used, tho more tendency there is 
to have wrinkles. "If you watch a 
person smoking and inh-iling, you 
see llie way they pucker their mouth,

her looks and life, a woman who 
smokes may bo compromising the 
health of her children. The answer to 
this, as cxprcsitcd by Dr. George Mor- 
Icy, president of the American Col- 
lege of Obstetrics and Gynecology in 
on 1987 issue of "Women's Health," 
is to quit before gelling pregnant 

The early weeks are critical for fe- 
tal development "If you're pregnant 
and continue smoking, remember 
you are smoking for two," Morley 
warns. "Eoch puff introduces harm- 
ful chemicals into your baby's sys- 
tem." 

Morley soys nicotine speeds up fe- 
tal heart rate and cuts down on food 
supplies. While carbon monoxide in 
smoke increases the chances of com- 
plications during pregnancy — mis- 
carraige, stillbirth, bleeding ond giv- 
ing birth prematurely. Smoking 
mothers arc more likely to have the 
placenta block the utcni.s or have it 
separate too soon. 

Those women who smoke two 
pock.s or more n day, he says, may 
also incrensoHhc chance of such birth 
defects as mental retardation, heart 
dcfcct-s and abnormal facial features. 
He adds thot smoking during preg- 
nancy increases a child's chance of 
dying from sudden infant death syn- 
drome (crib death) or of developing 
cancers. 

Dr. George Miller, 0 Twin Falls ob- 
slotrician/gynccologist, says when a 
w’ljmnn smokes during pregnancy 
there is a much higher incidence of 
placental insufficiency, which often 
show.s up ns a small fetus and a baby 
thnt gcLs in distress during labor. 

'The way we can delect fetal dis- 
tress." he says, "is evidenced by the 
heart rate pattern during labor that 
shows tho baby is not getting enough 
oxygen. The placentas from chronic 
smokers arc small, and they- just 
don't have ihtrcapaclly to'supply the" 
baby with ns much nutrition and 
oxygen as a non-smoker."

McClusky says, for every package 
of cigarettes smoked each day in the 
home, the child or anyone eisc living . 
there who is not a smoker, will inhale 
the equivalent of three cigarettes 
during that day. 

"In other words, if you arc a child 
who has lived in a household where 
both parents smoked a pack a day, 
you just as well have smoked six 
cigarettes that day, because that's 
the equivalent damage that's done to 
your system." \ 

The woman who smokes during 
pregnancy can have problems of hor 
own. Miller soys anyone who gets 
respiratory influenza or n cold later 
in pregnancy tends to have a terrible 
lime getting rid of the lung infection, 
because she can't expand her lungs 
completely at term. Fora person who 
is 0 smoker, this is greatly accentuat- 
ed, and she frequently develops 0 
chronic cough during the lasl'third of 
pregnancy. If they happen to have 
any surgery, like a cesarean section, 
they're much more prone to develop 
pneumonia as a complication. 

Miller soys he feels her has done 
more good as far ns helping n person- 
's health and saving her life, V 
ting her to give up smoking than any 
other thing ho could do os an 
OB/GYN, including pap smears, 
breast exam.n and all sorts of diag- 
nostic tests.

DALLAS — Beauty may bo only 
skin deep, but concerns have been 
raised that the products used to en- 
hance it may cause health problems

For the most port, the $18 billion- 
a-ycar cosmetics industry is sclf-rcg- 
uIotcd.-Tho industry's trade associa- 
tion funds an organization that re- 
views the safety of ingredients, and 
the trade association itself monitors 
consumer complaints. The U.S. Food 
and Drug Administration has no au- 
thority to require that cosmetics 


manufacturers prove their products

arc safe before they arc maricctcd. 

■■ But a' congrc88mah“and”a union 
representing beauty salon workers 
have called for legislation that would 
open cosmetics manufacturers up to 
public and government scrutiny. 

"Nobody wants to run around now 
and panic everybody and say that 
these products arc unsafe, but there 


have been enough questions raised in 
my.mind that I thiu it's time we got 
the facts out," said U.S. Rep. Ron 
Wyden, D-Ore. "The consumer is en- 
titled to some information about 
these products."

Wyden's committee asked the Na- 
tion^ Institute of Occupational Safe- 
ty ond Health to analyze 2,983 chem- 
icals used in cosmetics. The institute 
found that 864 of tho ingredients 
have been, reported to the govern- 
ment as toxic substances by at least 
one scientific researcher. Of the 864, 
Wydch~ BaidrohIy’66liadbeeh evalu- 
ated by the cosmetic industry's re- 
view organization. 

At the hearings, beauty salon 
workers testified that they suffered 
asthma and central nervous system 
problems from daily exposure to hair 
spray. An attorney testified that one 


of his clients suffered severe bums on 
her head when her chemically treat- 
ed hair cauf^it Bre from a mat^. 

"We want more federal oversight 
on cosmetics,'' Beth Shulman, direc- 
tor of the professional hair care and 
b^uty trades divisioa of the United 
Food and Commerda! .Workers Inter- 
national Union, said in an interview.
